Vatican delays accord at 


UN population parley

CAIRO (Reuter) - A UN population conference 
deferred the vexed issue of abortion yesterday but 
the-debate remained firmly on the agenda after the 
'Vatican reiterated the hardline _ Catholic stance 
blocking the latest compromise.' 

Archbishop Renato Martino, the Holy See's envoy 
to the United Nations, put to rest any hopes that the 
Vatican would -water down its objections to a pro¬ 
posed draft on abortion and heed a US plea not to 
hold up agreement. - - 

“The Church's position on responsible parenthood 
is well known, even though at times it is misunder¬ 
stood,'’ he told the conference in a speech. “Some 
here might consider it too demanding for today's man 
and woman. But no way of fostering the deepest 
respect for human life and the process of its transmis¬ 
sion is going to be an easy one. Responsibility brings 
burdens. Responsibility demands discipline and self- 
restraint." he said to loud applause in the 
auditorium. 

The Vatican is facing a virtual revolt by liberal 
nations keen.to get on with drafting a global program 
for slowing population growth over the next 20 years. 

Hie United States, Britain and Egypt urged the 
Vatican to state its reservations to the draft if it 
wished, rather than block agreement. 

“Let's hope today either they state what their 
problems are and take reservations or join the con¬ 
sensus,” Timothy Wirth. head of the US delegation 


to the UN International Conference on Population 
and Development, told reporters. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak, who faces 
accusations by Islamists that the forum is a ploy by 
the West to impose its own morals on the Moslem 
world, said: ■ 

“If they are asking us to be flexible on an issue such 
as abortion, we have to explain our reasons for not 
accepting it. If no consensus is reached on this partic¬ 
ular issue we can simply voice our reservations,” 
Mubarak said. 

The advice was repeated by British Minister for 
Overseas Development Baroness Lynda Chalker. 
who said most delegates were convinced the Vatican 
would dissent from any section on abortion. 

The Vatican, backed by other Catholic states, has 
held up agreement on the abortion section of a draft 
declaration wtyich took three years to prepare. 

Many delegates say abortion has distracted them 
from other issues, and note that consensus has been 
achieved on all but 10 percenr of the document. 

Egyptian Population Minister Maher Mabran, in 
an outspoken outburst at a news conference, said the 
Vatican should bow to the will of states representing 
more than five billion people. 

“Does the Vatican rule the world? If the Vatican 
rules the world, if the world is one country and the 
Vatican is the boss, then fair enough. But we are 
equal partners,” he said.

PALESTINIAN Police arrest¬ 
ed 47 Islamic Jihad activists 
over the past three days, in 
response to Sunday's attack on 
an IDF patrol which killed one 
soldier and wounded two. 

Palestinian opposition 
groups, from left-wingers to 
religious fundamentalists, is¬ 
sued leaflets in response to the 
arrests, accusing the Palestin¬ 
ian Authority of acting “like 
the Israeli occupation.” 

Chief among those arrested was 
Abdullah Shami. 40, the Islamic 
Jihad spokesman for those deport¬ 
ed to southern Lebanon last year. 
At least five of those arrested 
were former deportees. Most 
were street activists. 

The PLO crackdown, which fol¬ 
lowed the attack Sunday night 
near the Morag junction in the 
Gaza Strip, is a step in the right 
direction as far as the Palestinian 
Authority's policy against terror is 
concerned, senior army sources 
said last night. 

“This crackdown is a definite 
step in the right direction, but con¬ 
sistency and time will eventually 
judge its effectiveness,” said a 
Southern Command source. The 
source said that despite Israeli 
criticism of the Palestinian Police, 
there are objective difficulties im¬ 
peding action. 

'‘Since 1987, the IDF has not 
succeeded in halting fundamental¬ 
ist terrorism. To ask the PLO, 
with its political problems of as¬ 
serting authority and gaining le¬ 
gitimacy in Gaza, to just step in 
and solve the problem was unreal¬ 
istic. This crackdown is thus an 
important move, which I hope will 
mark a new policy,” he said. 

The crackdown also followed 
the arrest of an Islamic Jihad 
member who escaped to Khan 
Yunis. after being wounded while 
fleeing by car from the scene of 
the attack. 

Meanwhile, 17-year-old Ahmed 
Abu Obeid. was arrested yester¬ 
day while passing out Islamic Ji¬ 
had leaflets near Khan Yunis, in 
which the group vowed to contin¬ 
ue the armed struggle in defiance 
of the police crackdown. 

A Hamas leaflet issued in re¬ 
sponse to the arrests said they ‘'re¬ 
minded us of the Israeli occupa¬ 
tion. They will never make us 
kneel.” 


The leaflet was similar to one 
distributed by Islamic Jihad in re¬ 
sponse to the Hamas arrests last 
month, which warned that “we 
will be obliged to escalate our mil¬ 
itary jihad in the Gaza Strip be¬ 
yond anything yet seen." 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
told Meretz MK Dedi Zucker last 
week that Islamic Jihad was also 
responsible for the murder of two 
Israelis at a building site in Ramie 
two weeks ago. though Hamas 
had claimed responsibility. 

Politically it is easier for Arafai 
to crack down on Islamic Jihad - 
supported by only some 3 percent 
of Gazans - than on Hamas, the 
main opposition. Islamic Jihad is a 
much smaller group than Hamas, 
from which Arafat is attempting to 
win a measure of cooperation by 
showing he is not a servant of the 
Israeli authorities. 

An example of this was seen 
yesterday, when Arafat awarded a 
Hamas activist. Imad Faluji, a li¬ 
cense to establish a daily newspa¬ 
per. to be called Al-Watan. By 
contrast. Israel recently closed .4/- 
Bayan, a Jerusalem bimonthly, 
claiming it was connected to 
Hamas. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said Monday that the Palestinian 
Authority is not doing enough to 
stop terrorism, and that inaction 
could jeopardize further imple¬ 
mentation of the Cairo 


agreement. 

Rabin, who spoke before ihe 
Palestinian Police began their 
crackdown on Islamic Jihad activ¬ 
ists, met on Monday with James 
Speth. the head of the UN Devel¬ 
opment Programs agency. 

Rabin-emphasized the’Palestin- 
ian Authority's economic difficul¬ 
ties and commended LrNDP for its 
activities in the territories. UNDP 
has asked Israel's assistance in so¬ 
liciting international financing for 
its programs in the territories. 

In a separate series of arrests. 
Palestinian Police arresred five 
members of the Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine last 
weekend. The DFLP called the 
arrests of its own members and the 
Islamic opposition a provocation. 

“Yesterday we were demanding 
the release of prisoners [held by 
Israel] ignored by the Cairo agree¬ 
ment. Today we are asking for the 
release of autonomy prisoners.” 
the DFLP said. 


Eight arrested for helping in 


deadly shootings on Israelis

THE General Security Service and the IDF this week uncovered a 
gang of Hamas members who helped terrorists carry out several 
attacks, including shooting incidents in the Hebron region in which 
three Israelis were killed. 

The eight arrested belonged to a gang headed by two of the most 
sought-after terrorists left in Judea, Jihad Julami and Taher Kali she. 
The two escaped from Dahariya prison last November, hooking up 
with other Hamas fugitives, and drafted the eight into the 
gang.■ 

Two of those arrested are suspected of being involved in the 
attempted kidnaping of Yehuda Rotner of Alon Shvut on August 24. 
They offered Rotuer a ride to Jerusalem, which he accepted, but then 
jumped out of the car when he grew suspicious. The two drove a car 
with Israeli license plates. 

The terrorists who were arrested were mainly in charge of stealing 
Israeli cars for use by terrorists in shooting incidents and as getaway 
cars. 

They are also accused of helping arrange the May 17 shooting at an 
Israeli car near Beit Haggai. in which Rafael Yam of Kiryat Arba and 
Margalit Shohat of Ma'aleh Levona were killed, and in which a girl 
was wounded. They are also believed to have helped facilitate the 
July 7 attack on a car belonging to the Prigal family of Kiryat Arba. in 
which Sarit Prigal was killed and her father and brother wounded. 

Those who actually carried out the attacks are still being sought by 
the security forces.

The statement, broadcast by the 
radio station, said that the joint 
council had taken over from Samir 
Geagea, who ted been temporar¬ 
ily removed from his post. Geagea 
himself was arrested by the Leba¬ 
nese authorities several weeks ago

According to the Voice of the 
South report, the statement said 
the command council did not rec¬ 
ognize the decision to shut down 
the Lebanese Forces and the latter 
would resume “resistance activi¬ 
ties” to protect the Christian com¬ 
munity’s interests.

Britain relaxes security 
in Northern Ireland 


DESPITE continuing doubts that 
the IRA has laid down arms forev¬ 
er, Britain said yesterday that se¬ 
curity has been relaxed in North¬ 
ern Ireland. 

On the seventh day of the IRA 
cease-fire, British Prime Minister 
John Major that “gradually, it is 
being made a little clearer that 
perhaps this is not just a tempo¬ 
rary cease-fire.” 

“But it isn’t dear yet,” Major 
said. 

US Vice President Al Gore indi¬ 
cated during a stop at Shannon, 
Ireland that he accepted the judg¬ 
ment of Irish Prime Minister Al¬ 
bert Reynolds that the IRA’s 24- 
year campaign is over. 

Gore urged Protestant unionists 
in Northern Ireland to trust Reyn¬ 
olds. “Hie is a man of his word, 
totally and absolutely. And I 
would encourage anyone to make 
a decision on participation on that 
basis.” 

Once Major is satisfied that the 
cease-fire is permanent, Britain 
has promised to meet with mem¬ 
bers of the IRA's political allies in 
the Sinn Fein party, to discuss 
terms for joining all-party negotia¬ 
tions cm Nonhem Ireland. 

Britain’s top official in the prov¬ 
ince, Sir Patrick Maybew, con¬ 
firmed yesterday that security has 
relaxed. News reports have said 
that some vehicle checkpoints 
have been abandoned.

EUROPEAN Union justice and 
interior ministers yesterday dis¬ 
cussed plans to fight international 
crimes ranging from nuclear smug¬ 
gling to car theft in a posi-Cold 
War Europe of loosened border 
controls. 

The ministers, meeting infor¬ 
mally at Berlin's Reichstag build¬ 
ing, also debated possible exten¬ 
sions of the role of Europol, the 
bloc’s embryo police, in taMno on 
organised crime. 

,™ e German presid^cy of the 
EU, which runs for g fa months un¬ 
til die end of tijfcyear, expressed 
confidence aftj£f the meeting that 
Europo.rst^Isks would gradually 
be expanded to include issues such 
. j&zuclear smuggling and car theft. 

/ But other ministers struck a 
more cautious note, both on the 
idea of any rapid widening of Eur- 
opol’s job and on the nuclear theft 
question which the German gov¬ 
ernment has been stressing in the 
run-up to a general election next 
month. 

A junior British home affairs 
minister, Michael Forsyth, said 
Europol should walk before Team¬ 
ing to run, adding he was unaware 
of any nuclear smuggling case in 
Britain of the kind that has caused 
such official alarm in Bonn. 

The EU ministers on today will 
hold talks with their counterparts 
from six East European countries, 
and the issue of cross-border crime 
revolving drugs and illegal immi¬ 
grants is expected to be high on 
the agenda as well as nuclear 
smuggling. 

Padraig Flynn, the EU’s Justice 
and Home Affairs Cbmmissioner, 
said yesterday there was consider¬ 
able sympathy among ministers 
for Forsyth’s point that a thorough 
joint assessment was needed by 


European governments on the 
scale and implications of the prob¬ 
lem which the Germans had 
highlighted. 

Since May there have been four 
seizures of nuclear material which 
Bonn believes may have come 
from stocks in Russia or other 
parts of the former Soviet Union. 

interior Minister Manfred 
Kanther told a news conference 
after yesterday's talks: '‘There 
have been hundreds of cases in the 
whole of Europe in the last few 
years. Clearly the market is being 
tested. 

“Border controls must be 
stepped up and we must fight nu¬ 
clear crime in the potential coun¬ 
tries of origin," added Kanther, 
who linked the upsurge of cases of 
people trying to find buyers for 
stolen nuclear material to closer 
links with the former Soviet bloc 
after the Cold War. 

Kanther said he believed there 
was a “fair chance" that there 
could be agreement among the EU 
member states “by the end of au¬ 
tumn" on a Europol convention 
spelling out the agency’s structure 
and responsibilities. 

But he acknowledged that more 
discussion was needed on the 
question of adding an anti-terror¬ 
ism role to Europol’s future re¬ 
sponsibilities, and that there 'was 
still no consensus on the issue of 
how to ensure parliamentary con¬ 
trol over Europol. 

A Europol drugs unit has been 
functioning in The Hague since the 
stan of this year, and Germany 
has been pressing for an early wid¬ 
ening of its functions. The unit is 
at present basically a relay point to 
exchange, information between na¬ 
tional police and customs authori¬ 
ties.

Democrats shun Clinton 
in anti-Washington campaign 


A Hutu refugee who wanted to 
return to Rwanda was chased by a 
mob and stoned to death yester¬ 
day, an aid official said. Hie man 
was the latest victim in a wave of 
violence sweeping the overloaded 
refugee camps. 

UN officials and aid workers are 
finding dozens of bodies daily of 
people who have died overnight in 
refugee camps arouud Goma. 
Some have stab wounds or crushed 
heads, suggesting they have been 
murdered.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Dem¬ 
ocrats are campaigning for No¬ 
vember's congressional elections 
on themes of small government, 
family values and law and order - 
traditional Republican issues. 

A review of campaign television 
advertisements for a dozen Demo¬ 
crats running for the Senate shows 
most candidates from President 
Clinton’s party, whether incum¬ 
bents or challengers, are scurrying 
te-portray themselves as political- 
outsiders. 

The advertisements show all are 
fighting Congress and what they 
see as the institutional corruption 
of Washington, D.C. 

“He hasn’t forgotten where be 
comes from. He votes for what he 
believes in and not just for the 
party,” says one fairly typical spot 
for New Mexico Senator Jeff Bin- 
gam an, who faces a tough battle to 
win re-election. 

Thirty five Senate seats and all 
435 slots in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives are up for renewal in the 
November 8 vote, with Republi¬ 
cans - now a minority in both 
houses - expected to make gains 
and possibly even retake control of 
the Senate. 

The advertising makes clear 
Democrats are running scared. 

“You can’t tell from their spots 
whether these guys are Republi¬ 
can or Democrats. They rarely 
even- say they are Democrats and 
never ever mention President 
Clinton,’ said Gary Koops of the 
Republican senatorial campaign 
committee. 

“They’re not talking about Clin¬ 
ton issues. They’re running on Re¬ 
publican agenda items,” Koops 
said. 

One of the most popular is fight¬ 
ing Washington waste, as is this ad 
for Nevada Democratic Senator 


Dick Bryan, in which an announc¬ 
er declares: “For 39 years, Wash¬ 
ington has wasted our tax dollars 
subsidising wool and mohair 
production.” 

“Dick Bryan stood up for tax¬ 
payers and passed a law to end the 
ripoff. When Congress wanted to 
waste milli ons searching for extra- 
terrestials in outer space, Dick 
Bryan stood up for us and ended 
the waste. Pick Bryan - for the 
balanced-budget and for fighting 
waste, Nevada tough.” 

In Arizona, Democratic hopeful 
Sam Coppersmith, a House mem¬ 
ber seeking a Senate seat, reminds 
voters he’s a homebody and not a 
creature of Washington. 

One of his spots intones: “Two 
years ago, Arizona sent Sam Cop¬ 
persmith to Congress to fight for 
change. With Independence and 
courage, he started solving prob¬ 
lems and standing up for what’s 
right And he never forgets where 
he came from.” 

Then Coppersmith himself 
comes on. “The hardest thing in 
Washington is to remember the 
difference between who you work 
with and who you work for. Peo¬ 
ple in Washington, you work with 
them. But the people you work for 
are back here in Arizona.” 

The theme of traditional family 
values is usually a Republican is¬ 
sue, but Democrat Bob CarT, run¬ 
ning for the Senate in Michigan, 
has something to say about it 

“Sometimes it seems that the 
moral fabric of our society is com¬ 
ing apart,” Carr says in one of his 
paid messages. 

“Too many kids think it’s OK to 
cheat on an exam. Too many 
adults think it’s OK to lie. We’ve 
gpr to get back to some basics and 
that means individual 
responsibility.”

“It was the most bizarre thing I 
have ever seen in my life,” said the 
aid official, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. “They chased 
the man...foen they surrounded 
him and then they stoned him to 
death.” 

The UN team, whose composi¬ 
tion is still being worked out in 
New York, will arrive later this 
week and wQl be headed by Sha- 
haryar Khan, the UN special rep¬ 
resentative for Rwanda. 


Team members will talk with 
Zairian authorities and wiU travel 
to the camps, where they will try 
to convince camp elders that the 
intimidation and killing must stop, 
Janowski said. 

The UN has no police force to 
enforce law and order is the 
camps, which are under virtual 
control of 30,000 Hutu soldiers 
and 70,000 militia. Those Hutus 
are adamant about not returning 
to Rwanda, which since July has 
been under the control of the for¬ 
mer Tutsi rebels of the Rwandan 
Patriotic Front.

Zaire is home to more than 1.2 
milium Hutu refugees who fled the 
advancing army of the Tutsi rebels 
now in power in Rwanda. More 
than 800,000 more Rwandan refu¬ 
gees are in other neighboring 
countries. 

The rebel offensive began after 
Hutu militias launched massacres 
this spring, killing, op to 500,000 
Tutsis. Some opposition Hutus 
were also killed. (AP)

Portugal’s Marranos emerge.after five centuries 


AFTER five centuries of clandes¬ 
tine worship, a small gathering of 
Jews in the remote town of Bel¬ 
monte has shed the pretense of 
Christianity and is relearning its 
past with the help of a Jerusalem 
rabbi. 

The 200-strong community is 
the only sizeable group of Jews in 
Portugal to have dung secretly to 
hs identity since persecutions be¬ 
gan in the 15th century. 

“This community has waited 
500 years - it was Catholic on the 
outside, but Jewish within,” says 
31-year-aid Rabbi Shlomo So bag, 
who came from Jerusalem last 
year at Belmonte’s request 

In 1497 Portugal ordered Jews 
to convert or leave, following the 
example of neighboring Spain five 
years earlier. 

Only a fraction of Portugal's 
Jews left Most publicly renounced 
their religion and become “New 
Christians” instead. 

Many converts adopted names 
of trees or places as surnames to 
disguise their Jewish origins and 
these are now common through¬ 
out Portugal. Today’s telephone 
directories are packed with names 
such as Oliveira (olive tree), Per¬ 
eira (pear tree), Castaoheira 
(chestnut tree) and Lisboa 
(Lisbon).

Some “Marranos” - a once-de¬ 
rogatory name — discreetly main¬ 
tained clandestine communities in 
remote towns and villages, but the 
only ooe to survive is that of 
Belmonte. 

This sleepy town of old granite 
houses and modern suburbs is 
clustered round a hilltop castle 300 
km northeast of Lisbon. Better 
known as the- birthplace of Pedro 
Alvares Cabral, the Portuguese 
explorer who discovered Brazil in 
1500, it is cut off from the rest of 
Portugal by the Serra de Estrela 
mountains. 

Belmonte’s Jews continued to 
observe Shabbat at home while at¬ 
tending mass on Sunday with their 
Roman Catholic neighbors. They 
rarely married outside the small 
tightly-knit community, but lived 
harmoniously with the Christian 
majority. 

Jewish couples would wed pub¬ 
licly in church, but a Jewish cere¬ 
mony would be held later in pri¬ 
vate homes. 

At the start of the Sabbath, Jew¬ 
ish women would light candles at 
home and chant the Hebrew pray¬ 
ers passed from, generation to gen¬ 


eration by word of mouth. 

“It must have taken inoedible 
resistance, huge courage to remain 
in Portugal at the time of the In¬ 
quisition,” says Estelle Muchnik, 
a leading figure of Lisbon’s Jewish 
community. “Up to 20 percent of 
the population was probably Jew¬ 
ish at that time, but they risked 
being burnt at the stake.” 

The Portuguese Inquisition was 
suppressed in 1820, but Judaism 
was only granted legal status, in 
2921. Six years ago, most Jews in 
Belmonte finally cut links with the 
Roman Catholic Church, encour¬ 
aged by growing religious toler¬ 
ance in Portugal, and wrote to Is¬ 
rael for support. 

“We were clandestine Marra- 
nos. Now we are learning to be¬ 
come orthodox,” said one Jewish 
woman, bom in Belmonte. “We 
are more relaxed now - we felt 
freer after the 1974 revolution,” 
she explained. 

For Rabbi Sobag and his wife 
Miriam, it has not been an easy 
year, since Belmonte’s Jews re¬ 
tained only a smattering of tradi¬ 
tions, modified over the years by 
Catholicism in isolation from any 


any 


other Jewish community. 

“You can’t, in a short space of 
time, introduce too many restric¬ 
tions,” he said. “People can’t sud¬ 
denly miss work for a week due to 
some festival or stop eating food 
they’ve had all their life.” 

The children are eager to learn 
about Israel and attend Miriam’s 
impromptu Hebrew lessons, 
where she gives a colorful descrip¬ 
tion of the Jewish orthodox 
lifestyle.

Lu¬ 
cinda Melo, Belmonte’s tourism 
officer said: “We would play with 
them at school as with any other 
boys and girls, but sometimes they 
seemed Co have an inferiority com¬ 
plex.

JL/not generate undue optimism- True, this is 
fog first time the police force in the autonomous 
areas has taken any real action following terror 
incidents, but it is plain PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
only ordered the crackdown following strong Is¬ 
raeli pressure. 

Indeed, after the killing of IDF soldier Victor 
Shichman in Gaza Sunday night. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin warned Arafat that a refusal to take 
action would make it difficult for Israel to further 
implement the Cairo agreement concerning the 
expansion of Palestinian self-rule. 

In a Rosh Hashana-eve interview with The 
Jerusalem Post's Steve Rodan and Alon Pinkas, 
Rabin also made it dear that until now, the 
Palestinian Authority had failed to meet its com¬ 
mitment under the Declaration of Principles to 
fight terror. “We don’t feel that the Palestinian 
Authority takes the measures they can take against 
terror, Hamas, and the Islamic Jihad,” he said. 

It is too early to tell whether this round of 
arrests will actually lead to the apprehension of 


those responsible for Shichman’s killing and, if it 
does, whether Arafat will follow through and 
extradite the suspects to Israel, but the portents 
for such developments are disappointing. 

Israel’s official representatives on the Joint 
Security Command last week formally requested 
the extradition of the killers of Shlomo Kapah and 
Gil Revah, who were brutally murdered last 
month at a Ramie building site - a terrorist killing 
Arafat described as resulting from a labor dispute. 
Israel has given the Palestinian Police the names 
of the five men from Rafish suspected of the 
murder, but nothing has yet been done. 

If Arafat wants to convince Israelis that he is a 
partner for peace, as Rabin still calls him, then he 
has to overcome the political difficulties facing 
him in Gaza and assert his authority over the 
Islamic fundamentalists there. Cracking down m 
the Islamic Jihad, which is supported by only a 
small minority of Gazans, should be easier for 
Arafat than bringing the Hamas to heel But it will 
take more than belated arrests to convince Israelis 
tha t Arafat is ready to live up to his responsibil¬ 


ities.

T HE people of Sarajevo have been bitterly

A Pope John Paul II. Preparations for such a 
visit are always extensive, and no more so than m 
a besieged city. The disappointment of the thou¬ 
sands of children rehearsing their hearts out for 
the welcoming ceremonies was palpable. But the 
trip should never have been planned in the first 

place. . . 

The only reason for such a tnp by a major 

international figure with the moral stature of the 
pope should be to improve the situation on the 
ground for the people of the war zone. While no 
one questions the pontiffs personal idealism and 
p ain over the suffering in Yugoslavia, be should 
have been more firmly advised by Vatican and 
foreign diplomats against announcing such a tnp 

at this juncture. ^ 

Whatever his own intentions, the combatants in 

Bosnia are reading the worst of diplomatic mes : 
sages into the pope’s solitary trip to Zagreb. It. 
conveniently feeds the Serbian, propaganda line 
that the Vatican is taking sides with Croatian 
Catholics in the religious-ethnic conflict - the 
whole basis of the Bosnian war. Facts and tnith 
have little influence in such a conflict — it p 
prejudices and perceptions that count. In this 
arena, the memories of Croatian fascism in World 
War II and alleged Catholic collaboration with it 
are vividly alive and, like all the Balkan hatreds, 
have been fueled and fanned by a vicious war. The 
historical fact that only a minority of priests were 

fascists has long been lost. 

The Serbian warning that the time was ‘ not 
ripe” for a visit to Belgrade should have been 
heeded in the Vatican. It was only a short step 
from that relatively polite rebuttal to the embar¬ 
rassing refusal of the Serbs to cooperate in guar- 
anfpiMTici security for the papal.visit to Sarajevo. If 
all the parties could not be persuaded to host the 
pontiff and take advantage of his attempts at 
reconciliation, then the time certainly was not 


eliminated. The Serbian contention that the pope 
could be an important target for any faction that 
wanted to discredit the Serbs was not unduly 
paranoid in the Bosnian situation, any more than 
were the fears that some Serbian fanatic could 

target him. _ . . 

It is quite hard to see what benefit the papal 

visit was supposed to bring the long-suffering 
people of Bosnia - beyond further international 
attention, of which they have already grown cyni¬ 
cal. The blame for the planning of it is being laid 
on the doorstep of a small but very influential 
Catholic lobby group which assured the Vatican 
in February that Croats, Serbs and Moslems 
would all welcome and support a papal visit.

C ROSSES, churches, con¬ 
vents, chapels and other 
Christian symbols are 
sprouting over the sites of Nazi 
concentration and death camps all 
over Europe. 

In Sobibor, Poland, for in¬ 
stance, where 250,000 Jews were 
slaughtered, there is nothing to 
tell the world that foe murdered 
men, women, children and babies 
were Jews. Following an uprising 
by some of foe prisoners, the Na¬ 
zis destroyed the camp and 
plowed it up in a bid to hide foe 
evidence of their genocide. 

Poland's postwar communist re¬ 
gime built a universal mo the r-an d- 
child memorial at foe camp. Now 
the church has taken over foe job 
of masking foe fact that virtually 
only Jews died at Sobibor. It has 
built a Catholic bouse of worship 
on foe ground stained with foe 
tears and blood of foe victims — 
even though foe nearby village has 
its own church. 

As a recent visitor put it: “The 
cross at the heart of Sobibor per¬ 
petuates the Nazi lie. It desecrates 
foe identity of the victims as well 
as their memory and faith as . 
Jews.” . 

In Dachau, over a dozen Chris¬ 
tian crosses and places of worship 
dominate foe skyline. One is foe 
Carmelite Convent of Holy Blood 
built in foe framework of a watch- 
tower, where nuns pray for foe 
sins of foe victims murdered at 
Dachau (including prayers for foe 
souls of Jews for being Jewish 
when shot). 

There is no sign to explain that 
most of foe blood spilled there was 
Jewish blood. A huge bell rings 
out several times a day in memory 
of Austrian priests who died at 
Dachau. 

“Surely this is a place where the 
dead should be allowed to rest in 
silence and peace," says Jerusa¬ 
lem resident Elie Wurtman, who 
visited recently. “Christians died 
here too. Yet of its 140,000 in¬ 
mates, 121,000 were Jews who 
were either shot on the spot or 
sent to Auschwitz to be gassed. 

“There is one cross in particu¬ 
lar, in the center of Dachau. It 
dominates foe entire site. At foe 
wall where victims were shot 
stands foe Catholic Agony of 
Christ Chapel. Dose by is foe 
Protestant Reconciliation Church. 
There are regular services there 
every Sunday at 11 a.m. 

“How can they sing and pray in 
this place of Hell?" Wurtman 
_ asks. “The only indication that 
Jews died here is a single memori¬ 
al decorated with a menora but no 
Star of David, tucked away on the

Even though Iran, like North 
Korea, will not have to submit to 
any seriously intrusive inspections 
or checks on its conformance with 
agreed-upon procedures, we may 
assum e that foe leadership in Te¬ 
heran will act honestly and in com¬ 
plete good faith in its pledges to a 
country it has sworn to annihilate.

LESS ZEN-LIKE, however, is 
Master Yehudi’s eagerness to 
market his prot£g£’s skills; he’s 
interested in pursuing both kinds 
of upward mobility. So onoe Walt 
has perfected his technique, mas¬ 
ter and disciple bit the. road. 

Walt's act has the audience 
spellbound, and the.strongbox in 
the master’s car begins to bulge 
with cash. Something else hap¬ 
pens, too. As the act undergoes 
farther refinement, Walt forms a 
new relation to his work. U I 'was 
evolving into an artist,” be con¬ 
fesses, “a true creator who per¬ 
formed as much for his own sake 
as.for the sake of others.” 

Alas, this induction into the 
lofty and obsessive world of artis¬ 
tic creation is short-lived. In the 
days leading up to his Manhattan 
debut, Walt begins to experience 
debilitating headaches after each 
fli ght His career collapses. 

There- are many further zigzags 
to the plot. This brings us to toe 
structural oddity of Mr. Vertigo. 
The bulk of the novel focuses on 
the three years Walt spends with 
Master Yehudi; once tins Hungar¬ 
ian SyengaE disappears, the puce 
accelerates exponentially, so that 
the years between 1941 and 1994 
are.crammed into 15 pages. This 
di «^ uf > j »o r tian is no accident: The 

book is about Walt’s ascent to 
.fame. Yet one longs to hear more 
about his life as a has-been, levi¬ 
tating only intermittently above 
his own disappointment. 

The style, too, is something less 
than foolproof.. For example, al- 
1 though Writ's wisecracking idiom 
is a.winner — and a marked con¬ 
trast to the author’s usual restraint 
- there are moments when Auster. 
seems to be meeting some private 
quota of hard-boiled similes (**tbe •. 
world was swimming, undulating' 
Hke a-belly dancer in afonhouse 
muxor"). 

In any case, these caveats are 
p/hnfrj n g; ones. Writ's All-Ameri¬ 
can vulgarity is- the perfect com¬ 
plement 'to the delicacy''of his 
flight. And despite the brevity of 
bis career, Walt's performances 
become a figure for all kinds of 
artistic creation; his ait (as Auster 
once wrote of the high-wrrewalk- 
cr Philippe Petit)- is “an art of 
solitude, a way of coming to grips 
vrith one’s life in the darkest, most 
secret comer of foe self.” Warts 
and all, Mr. Verdgoish tall tale of 
gn flirient height to become, final- 
Jy, airborne. ‘ (Monday) 
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You don’t need a two-bedroom 
suite, obviously, if you just want a 
place to drop your bags, change 
info your swimsuit or sprawl in 
front of the TV for a few hours. A 
modest chain-operated hotel or 
mofel will do nicely in most cases. 

If the first hotel you approach 
doesn’t have day rates -.or if the 
price sounds too high - see what 
yon. can negotiate. 

Explain the situation and the 
fact that you’re a tourist on a bud¬ 
get, not a business trawler on an 
expense account. You often can 
improve your bargaining power by 
rolling your eyes meaningfully to¬ 
ward the hotel nest door. This 
might be all it takes to convey the 
proper bird-in-the-hand message 
to win a reduction from a desk 
clerk who doesn’t want to lose a 
customer to the competition. 


Some hotels have special rates 
midweek or on weekends, too, 
that desk clerks might not mention 
unless yon ask. 

If the standard rates are fairly 
low to begin with, and the clerk 
says they can’t be cot, see if the 
hotel will treat yon to afternoon 
tea, drinks or dinner in place of its 
usual complimentary breakfast 
since you’re not going to be stay¬ 
ing overnight. 

Also explore the premises for 
amenities you can make use of: 
pool, health club, video rentals - 
perhaps even lectures that might 
be being held there at the 
moment. 

When a travel layover does al¬ 
low enough time for a quick expe¬ 
dition into town, of course, it 
helps to have an advance plan of 
attack. I hate to discover that I've 


missed a major attraction simply 
by not knowing it was there. 

The concierge at your hotel-for- 
the-day should be able to help you 
get a handle on the area’s top 
sights before you set out. Moat 
cities of any size greet visitors with 
stacks of free tourist newspapers 
or current-events brochures, 
which hotels invariably have on 
hand, as well. Grab a stack - or 
buy the local newspaper - and 
then find the cheapest quick trans¬ 
portation into town. That might 
even turn out to be a free hotel 
van to the downtown business dis¬ 
trict - or back to the airport, 
where yon could catch a bus or 
rapid-transit train to the dty. 

You can refine your sight-see¬ 
ing list as yon go, by asking every 
museum ticket-taker and ice¬ 
cream seller for recommendations 
on how to spend an afternoon or 
evening. But even before you 
leave your hotel a proud local resi¬ 
dent might offer you a personal 
tour of tiie city. (Newsday)

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I F your definition of a bargain isn't just low 
cost but no cost, you might want to seek out 
a newly revised travel-book series called 
“For Free." 

The six guides - to Europe, London, Paris, 
Hawaii, the Southwest and Washington, D.C. 
-have been updated for 1994 to include seem¬ 
ingly every possible way to enjoy these popular 
destinations gratis. 

Only the guide to pricey Paris expands on 
the series’ promise of “hundreds of free things 
to do” by includipg some activities that are 
merely “extremely cheap.” 

Ah the guides contain a mix of offbeat and 
ordinary places. 

London suggestions, for example, run the 
gamut from urban farms in the middle of the 
East End to public spaces such as St. James’s 
Park and Hampstead Heath. 

The Europe book lists castles and concerts 
from Aberdeen to Zorich. The Southwest 
guide includes just about every ghost town in 
Arizona, Nevada, New Mexico and Utah in 
the course of outlining scenic drives and also 


unearths some anomalies such as the Las Ve¬ 
gas Museum of Natural History and what it 
says is Nevada’s only winery. 

Though five authors are represented in the 
six guides, there’s a certain uniformity. For 
example, each guide has a list of annual free 
events, maps and information sources. 

They’re also all logically arranged - London 
by neighborhood, Hawaii by island and topic 
(art, entertainment, gardens, historic sites, 
tours, scenic attractions). 

The London and Washington books also 
offer details on getting around inexpensively 
via the metro and other public transportation. 

And they contain helpful keys denoting if 
there’s a metro or bus route near the free 
attraction, if the site is handicapped-accessible, 
if it appeals to children and if tours are offered. 
This kind of detail would have been helpful in 
some listings in the other books, as well. 

The Paris book has lots of advice on logis¬ 
tics, business hours, telephones and the dis¬ 
tinctions between a brasserie and creperie and 
various other types of dining establishments. 


It also tells you bow to avoid the lines at 
the Louvre, where to find Yves St-Laurent on 
the Rue du Faubourg-St-Honorf and about 
Paris's “newest public space” - Parc Andte 
Citroen, built on the site of a former auto 
factory. 

The Washington guide was no doubt the 
easiest to compile since almost every major 
tourist attraction in the US capital is free. If 
you’ve got the city’s tourist literature you 
won’t find many surprises in the book, which 
also covers freebies in Washington's Maryland 
and Virginia suburbs. 

The book also illustrates how fast a travel 
guide can become outdated. It mentions a 
Washington International Youth Hostel pro¬ 
gram to provide free room and board in ex¬ 
change for half a day's clerical work, but when 
I called for details, a youth hostel spokesman 
said the program was discontinued this spring. 

The “For Free” guides are available in US 
bookstores for S8.9S each, except for the Paris 
volume, which costs $9.95.

Lehman leads new round of Wall St. layoffs 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - Broker¬ 
age T-ahman Bros. Holdings Inc. is 
cutting jobs, and other Wall Street 
firms may follow suit if business 
does not pick up soon, analysts 
and executives said, 

A Wall Street source said yes¬ 
terday Lehman is in the process of 
trimming 300 jobs. The company 
had a peak of around 9,400 em¬ 
ployees in 1993, and started this 
year with 9,300. At the end of 
June, it was down to S,950. 

Lehman’s latest cuts were across 
the board, affecting managing di¬ 
rectors, senior vice presidents and 
vice presidents, as well as lower 


levels in the company. 

Lehman officials would only 
confirm the reductions earned out 
through the end of June. 

The round of layoffs are only in 
Lehman’s US operations, the 
source said, because overseas mar¬ 
kets are growing. 

Analysts said the cuts at Leh¬ 
man could be followed by other 
major Wall Street firms if the 
weak pace of business fails to 
strengthen. 

The culprit has been higher in¬ 
terest rates, which have led to 
steep losses in the bond market. 
Trading volume in stocks and 


bonds has also fallen oft meaning 
less activity for traders. 

The one bright spot on Wall 
Street has been mergers and acqui¬ 
sitions, with bankers scrambling to 
keep up with the deals in health 
care, media, telecommunications 
and cable television. 

But the merger activity hasn’t 
been strong enough to keep Wall 
Street firms spinning profits. 

Analyst Perrin Long of First of 
Michigan said New York Stock 
Exchange member firms lost $404 
million in the second quarter, 
compared with a $1.5 billion profit 
a year ago. 


It was the largest quarterly loss 
for the industry since a $1.7b. loss 
in the fourth quarter of 1987, the 
time of the slock market crash. 

A spokesman at Smith Barney, 
the brokerage owned by Travelers 
Inc., said following some cuts ear¬ 
lier this year there are no plans for 
further layoffs. Smith Barney 
trimmed 150 jobs from a total 
work force of 28,000. 

Other Wall Street firms said 
they had no immediate plans for 
layoffs at the moment, but analysts 
stressed that could change if the 
weak business environment 
persists. 
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US, Japan return to trade 

talks, but hopes slim 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Fac¬ 
ing a US sanctions threat at 
month’s end, senior Japanese offi¬ 
cials returned to the trade negoti¬ 
ating table yesterday, but the US 
made clear it expects no deals this 
week. 

“We’re going to be forthright,” 
US Trade Representative Mickey 
Kantor told reporters. “We will be 
candid, and I hope we can make 
progress. However, I wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect any dr ama tic announcements 
or breakthroughs in the near 
term.” 

Kantor spoke hours before 
meeting Japanese Trade Minister 
Ryutaro Hashimoto, who opened 
talks with Commerce Secretary 
Ron Brown early in the afternoon. 

Hashimoto is new to the job and 
his abrasive style could make for 
fireworks with Kantor, who is not 
known for his gentle touch in 
talks. 

Thai said, the usually outspoken 
US trade chief was markedly re¬ 
strained as the* talks began. 

Asked about the September 30 
deadline for progress or possible 
US sanctions, Kantor replied: 
“That appears to be a long, long 
way away as we sit here today.” 

Kantor also holds talks today in 
Los Angeles with Japanese For¬ 
eign Minister Yohei Kono, who 
wields considerable influence back 
home in Tokyo. 

The high-powered lineup aside, 
15 months of fruitless wrangling 
over commerce and four succes¬ 


sive Japanese governments have 
dashed hopes for a quick meeting 
of minds. 

Kantor said he had made no de¬ 
cision about whether to proceed 
with sanctions, calling this “a time 
for listening, exchanging ideas.” 

Others were more downbeat 

A senior Clinton administration 
official said the odds of reaching 
agreement before the sanctions 
(fcariime were “pretty sm al l ... it’s 
more unlikely than likely.'’ 

Japanese officials, too, were 
pessimistic. 

“There is no reason” to believe 
any deals can be clinched this 
month, a Japanese government of¬ 
ficial said in Tokyo. 

Without deals, US sanctions are 
set to kick in. 

Washington is preparing a possi¬ 
ble sanctions list under both die 
Super 301 and Title VII US trade 
laws should no deals emerge. The 
broad lists - yet to be narrowed 
down - cover everything from 
glass to public procurement to 
cars.. 

“We have laid out options, but 
we haven’t had a very senior, pro¬ 
tracted discussion about it,” said 
the senior administration official. 

The threat of sanctions has fi¬ 
nancial markets on edge as dealers 
fear that absent a trade truce, the 
Democratic administration will re¬ 
sort to currency manipulation to 
by and cut Japan’s $131 billion 
trade surplus. 

The White House denies any 


such policy. 

Yet the senior official conceded 
that taction in financial markets 
was “a worry,” since any dollar 
drop could boost interest rates and 
feed perceptions of TJS weakness 
in die runup to the crucial Novem¬ 
ber elections. 

“The market is dearly relevant, 
and we dearly'think die value of 
die dollar is too low,”, he said. 
“But we believe that we‘can man¬ 
age that as long as we deal-with 
quite specific problems in quite 
specific sectors”. ;.

Critics blast planned 
Disney park in Virginia 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Op¬ 
ponents of a planned Disney 
theme park in rural Virginia pre¬ 
dicted yesterday that the contro¬ 
versial entertainment complex 
would cause traffic jams and force 
the government to control road 
use. 

...Officials of a group called “Citi¬ 
zens -Against Gridlock” also as¬ 
serted at a news conference that 
thousands of ca 1 * going to the park 
in Haymarket, 60 kflometere west 
of Washington, would threaten air 
quality in a scenic region known 
for horse farms, civil war battle¬ 
fields and other historic sites. 

They drew a grim picture of traf¬ 
fic congestion and claimed this 
could lead to taxes, fees and man¬ 
datory car pools to restrain vehicle' 
use mid pollution. 

“By adding thousands of auto¬ 
mobiles to the region’s highways, 
the Disney development win make 
it significantly harder for the 
Washington metropolitan region 
to achieve federal ozone standards 
as required by the Clean Air Act,” 
said Michael Replogle of the Envi¬ 
ronmental Defense Fund, who at¬ 
tended the news conference. 

Asked to reply a Disney spokes¬ 
woman said “it is unfortunate that 
the same people who don’t want 
gridlock are continuing it by trying 
to halt much needed road im¬ 
provements in the region.” 


The Virginia state legislature 
has approved a $163 million pack¬ 
age of road improvements and 
other development funds for the 
project, whose many backers in 
the state predict it will boost local 
revenues and employment. 

Disney officials have said they 
will permit no more than an aver¬ 
age of about 38,500 cars a day into 
the park 

Yesterday’s dispute was just an¬ 
other skirmish involving one of 
several coalitions of environmen¬ 
talists, historians and landowners 
fighting the Walt Disney Compa¬ 
ny’s plans to locate a $65Qm. his¬ 
torical theme park in the heart of 
an area rich with Revolutionary 
and Civil War lore. 

But despite opposition to “Dis¬ 
ney's America,” as it will be 
called, the local county govern¬ 
ment is expected to approve the 
project within the next 60 days, 
opponents concede. 

If approval is given, construc¬ 
tion could start next year. The 
park, along with golf courses and 
homes, is expected to open in 
1998. 

A regional government plan¬ 
ning organization representing 
Virginia, Maryland and Washing¬ 
ton, DC officials is also expected 
to approve a long-term regional 
development plan, including the 
Disney project chi September 21.

BMW announces extra shifts, 
new jobs to meet rising demand 


Reforms in works for 
costly Italian pensions 


BONN (Reuter) - German car 
maker BMW said yesterday it was 
adding extra shifts at its plants and 
would create 700 new jobs to meet 
rising demand. 

It said in a statement it had 
agreed with workers’ represenia- 
tives that it would introduce 11 
extra Saturday shifts during the 
rest of this year. 

“We are pleased with the agree¬ 
ment, which will secure the com¬ 
pany’s competitiveness and create 
jobs,” said works council chair¬ 
man Manfred Schoch. 

The new job creation will main¬ 
ly happen through the conversion 
of some temporary posts into per¬ 
manent ones. 

BMW also said its unit car sales 
in the first seven months of this 
year were up five percent to 
340,000, compared with the same 
period last year. In the key home 
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market, sales were up 2% to 
135,000. 

It said its new 3-Series Compact 
model and new 7-series model, 
both launched earlier this year, 
were in particularly good demand. 

Industry analysts found the 
news encouraging. 

“It shows that underlying de¬ 
mand is very good in the industry 
as a whole and the industry is on 
track for recovery,” said Klaus- 
J ue rgen Melzner of DB Research 
in Frankfurt. 

The announcement .of new jobs 
was the first such announcement 
from the German industry in a 
long time. 

“BMW is the first to need more 
jobs to meet its increased de¬ 
mand,” Melzner said. “It's a small 
signal that there may soon be a 
turnaround in the jobs situation in 
the German car industry.” 

The car industry is Germany’s 
biggest employer, providing jobs 
directly of indirectly for one in sev¬ 
en Germans. 

But the industry, hit by tum¬ 
bling demand and profits, has 
been slashing jobs in a bid to re¬ 
gain competitiveness. 

Car makers have shed 150,000 
workers from a peak of 788,000 in 
July 2991, the VDA auto industry 
federation said recently. 

Analysts warned, however, that 
BMW was a special case among 
German car makers. 

“They were first to cut costs and 
streamline and are the leanest of 
the lot,” said Michael Geiger of 
Natwest Securities in London. He 
said BMW’s rival luxury car maker 
Mercedes-Benz was planning to 


continue cutting jobs into next 
year. 

Volkswagen AG, Europe's larg¬ 
est car maker, would not be creat¬ 
ing new jobs for a long time to 
come since it bad its existing work¬ 
force on a four-day week, he said. 
It is working some extra shifts in 
some plants, however. 

“Although increasing demand 
for VWs cars is leading the unions 
to want h to move away from a 
four-day week, VW is still reluc¬ 
tant to do so,” he said. 

Analysts said that new equip¬ 
ment and production methods at 
all German car makers meant that 
employment in the industry would 
□ever surge higher as the compa¬ 
nies tried to make more cars with 
fewer employees and thereby im¬ 
prove productivity. 

“The process of job cutting will 
really go on until the end of the 
decade,” said Lothar Lubinetski 
at Trinkaus Capital Management 
in Duesseldorf. “The German car 
makers know they have a lot to do 
to get competitive with the 
Japanese.” 

Analysts said' BMW’s sales 
would continue to accelerate in the 
second half of the year due to the 
success of the new 3-Series Com¬ 
pact and new 7-series. 

BMW said it would launch two 
new versions of its highly success¬ 
ful 3-series next year - the 318ti 
Compact, with a 1.8-liter, 16-valve 
engine and a 318tds with a new, 
four-cylinder, 143 brake horse 
power, turbo diesel engine. 

It will also bring out V12 en¬ 
gined versions of the new 7-series 
and the 8-Series. 


ROME (Reuter) - Italy’s gener¬ 
ous pension payouts are set to 
blow a further hole in the state’s 
already shaky finances, but sweep¬ 
ing reforms of the system are on 
the way. Treasury Minister Lam- 
berto Dini said yesterday. 

Over a third of the stale’s annu¬ 
al expenditure is currently tied up 
covering the cost of paying bene¬ 
fits to Italy’s 20 million pensioners, 
with payouts far exceeding 
contributions. 

“The I talian pensions system is 
calling out for important correc¬ 
tions if we want to avoid the finan¬ 
cial collapse of the whole system in 
the future,” Dini told a parliamen¬ 
tary committee. 

The treasury minister proposed 
slashing the amount of money peo¬ 
ple were entitled to on retirement, 
by cutting the annual salary ratios 
attached to contributions. 

At present, for every year of 
pensions contributions paid, peo¬ 
ple receive two percent of their 
salary on retirement, meaning that 
people who work for 40 years get 
annual pensions worth 80% of 
their final year's salary. 

Dini said be now wanted to cut 
this back to ‘‘not more than 
1.5%”, leaving people who had 
paid contributions for 40 years 
with just 60% of their salary on 
retirement 

Dini said the state's pensions 
agency, INPS, will plunge deeper 
into foe red this year than expect¬ 
ed, chalking up a deficit of 73 tril¬ 
lion lire (§46.8 billion) against a 
forecast 71.2 trillion ($45.6b.) 
loss. 

In 1995, INPS’s losses are set to 
climb to 81 trillion tire ($51.9b.),

more than double Italy’s entire 
projected budget deficit for that 
year. 1 

News of further holes in the ac¬ 
counts unsettled the fragile lira, 
which dropped to 1,020.75 against 
the Ge rman mark yesterday after¬ 
noon from an opening 1,016.75.

The minister said he also wanted 
to boost private pension funds, 
largely ignored by Italians who 
rely instead on generous state 
systems. - 

Dini suggested scr a ppin g a 15% 
tax on private funds and siphoning 
off money which employees are 
carrenfly forced to set aside from 
their salary for any eventual sever¬ 
ance pay package into private pen¬ 
sion schemes. 

However the cash-strapped 
Treasury might face a tough fight 
with the unions if h tries to force 
through such radical initiatives. 
“Any decision that would modify 
the existing situation on the pen¬ 
sions front would meet with our 
opposition,” Sergio Cofferati, 
head of one of Italy's three main 
unions, the CGIL, said on 
Tuesday. 

Most unions have hinted they 
would be prepared for some sort 
of reform of the system.

Komura told reporters in the west¬ 
ern city of Osaka. 

“But I can’t say when the sun 
will actually rise above the 
do ads,” Jqi news agency quoted 
Komura as adding, 

The EPA is set to formally de¬ 
clare a long-awaited end to the 
recession tomorrow when it re¬ 
leases its regular monthly report 
on Japan’s economic outlook. 

The Bank of Japan declared 
economic recovery was under way 
on Tuesday in its Tankan quarterly 
survey of business conditions. 

Bank Governor Yasnshi Mieno 
in comments on Wednesday even 
dismissed the possibility that the 
strong yen, foe usual threat to Ja¬ 
pan’s export-oriented economy, 
could si gnificantly h ol d back the 
economy. 

“Since overseas economies are 
gaining momentum, it seems [Ja¬ 
pan’s economy) is overcoming-the 
negative effects [of the yen’s 
rise],” Mieno told a news 
conference. 

Komura said that in the EPA’s 
monthly economic outlook to be 
released on Friday, he does not 


plan to say there has been a son- 
rise in Japan’s economy, but add¬ 
ed that “it could be interpreted 
that way depending on. ..the

Mieno said that corporations 
are better able to ride ont the 
strong yen than a year ago because 
of emerging economies overseas * 
which were buying more Japanese 
products, also helping to cut in¬ 
ventories further. 

But the governor warned for¬ 
eign exchange dealers that the pre¬ 
sent “condition” of currencies, in¬ 
cluding market speculation, was 
overdone. 

“At present, currencies are re¬ 
gaining some stability, but we still 
need to monitor thejT future trends 
as well as their effects on die real 
economy,” he added. 

Mieno said the BOJ has until 
now. continued its easy credit 
stance to. support foe progression 
towards economic recovery, and 
this credit stance has “finally start¬ 
ed bearing fruit”. 

But few policy makers believe 
that the economy will trace a “V- 
shaped”, or sharp, recovery.

Mousson with the dty of Nantes. 

The businessman, Rene Trager, 
said he passed the cash to the Re¬ 
publican party - pan of the ruling 
center-right coalition.

But he warned that in the near-

NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks ended 
mostly lower yesterday as bond 
prices tumbled, although technol¬ 
ogy issues moved higher amid op¬ 
timism about corporate earnings. 

Bonds had little reason to rally, 
ahead of Friday’s scheduled re¬ 
lease of August inflation data, an¬ 
alysts said 

Inflation worries have hit the 
stock and bond markets since Fri¬ 
day’s employment report, which 
showed strong growth in the man¬ 
ufacturing sector. 

Bond investors don’t like infla¬ 
tion, which erodes the value of 

fixed-income securities such as 
bonds. Lower bond prices mean 
higher credit market interest rates, 
which move in the opposite 
direction. 

Stock investors worry about in¬ 
flation in pan because it increases 
the likelihood the Federal Reserve 
will step in for a sixth time this 
year to nudge interest rales higher. 
Higher rales make shares less at¬ 
tractive relative to interest-bearing 
investments and increase the cost 
of money to companies. 


For a second session this week 
gold stocks were strong, reinforc¬ 
ing the inflation fears. Gold is seen 
by many as a hedge against 
inflation. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks fell 12.45 points 
to 3,886.25. 

Declining issues narrowly out¬ 
numbered advances on the New 
York Stock Exchange, with 1,036 
up, 1,116 down and 727 
unchanged.

Italy, Denmark humbled in 


European soccer qualifiers 


Rishon whips 
Herzliya

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LONDON (Reuter) - Title hold¬ 
ers Denmark and World Cup final¬ 
ists Italy were held to humbling 
draws in European championship 
qualifiers yesterday by Macedonia 
and Slovenia, international new¬ 
comers from old Yugoslavia. 

Italy, beaten on penalties by 
Brazil in the World Cup final, 
could scavenge only a 1-1 draw in 
Maribor against new neighbors 
Slovenia in one of the major 
shocks of the night when 12 na¬ 
tions made their European debuts 
in the qualifying series for foe 1996 
finals in England. 

Slovenia led through a 13th- 
minute goal from Sasa Udovic, but 
Alessandro Costacurta equalized 
two minutes later in foe group four 
game. 

The Italians, looking lead-foot¬ 
ed and clumsy, were fortunate to 
escape with a draw against in¬ 
spired opponents who had a sec¬ 
ond-half effort scooped off the 
line. 

Denmark, winners two years 
ago in Sweden when they * were 
substitute entrants for foe banned 
Yugoslavia, needed a goal three 
minutes from time by Flemming 
Povisen to rescue a point in foe 
Macedonian capital Skopje. 

Mitko Stojkovski had put the 
home side ahead after four min¬ 


utes on an historic night for the 
former Yugoslav state which saw 
their under-21 team thrash the 
Danes 5-3. 

Norway, who knocked 10 goals 
past San Marino almost to 'foe day 
two years ago to start its successful 
World Cup qualifying campaign, 
needed a last-gasp goal to squeeze 
a 1-0 home win over newcomers 
Belarus. 

Ttae former Soviet Union state 
held oat in foe group five encoun¬ 
ter untQ substitute Geir Frigaard 
scored an 88fo minute winner as 
Norway suffered a taste of their 
own medicine against a defensive¬ 
ly-minded side.

World Cup quarter-finalists foe 
Netherlands began their campaign 
for a place in foe 16-team finals 
with a comfortable 4-0 win over 
Luxembourg, Ronald de Boer 
scoring twice and Bryan Roy and 
Wim Jonk grabbing one apiece. 

In Israel’s group 1 yesterday, 
Miodrag Belodedici and Dan 
Petrescu each scored to help host 
Romania to a 3-0 win over 
Azerbaijan. 

Belodedici’s and Petrescu’s 
goals seemed in part an effort to 
repay tens for their missed penalty 
kicks that allowed foe Swedes to 
beat Romania 5-4 in this summer’s 
World Cup quarterfinals.

Ramon shuts down 


Histadrut information 


communications section 


HISTADRUT Chairman Haim 
Ramon has decided to dose the 
labor federation’s information and 
communications division, in what 
is perceived by some as another 
step in his plan to systematically 
dismantle the Ijnstadrut. 

The Histadyut’5 executive was 
advised of tftis decision at this 
week s ses»£n via a printed state¬ 
ment. wpij c ]j noted that the 
spokesman s office (a section of 
thedi^n) jj e 

snsTcarry out all the functions for- 
•Tierly performed by the division, 
Such as providing information to 
'workers about their rights, con¬ 
ducting public information cam¬ 
paigns and producing periodicals. 

Senior Histadrut sources said 
this was the first of a number of 
Histadrut departments that Ra¬ 
mon intended to close down, say¬ 
ing this was pan of a campaign to 
further his political career. 

One senior source said Ramon 
“is exploiting the Histadrut’s neg¬ 
ative public image and wilt destroy

as much of it as possible as long as 
it makes him look good, without 
even pretending to build anything 
instead." 

The source noted Ramon's stat¬ 
ed intention to close the Davar 
newspaper unless it is sold, his 
plan to sell off the assets of Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim, the Histadrut's holding 
company and putting a bank lien 
on the Histadrut’s headquarters as 
other proofs that the Histadrut it¬ 
self is of no interest to Ramon. 

With the implementation of the 
National Health Insurance Law, 
likely by January, the Histadrut’s 
income will be reduced by two- 
thirds, which will require a drastic 
cut in its activities, sources noted. 

The only future source of in¬ 
come the Histadrut has is a poten¬ 
tial N1S 50 million to N1S 60m. 
from Hevrat Ha'ovdim. the 
sources said. But instead of nur¬ 
turing that source of income, Ra¬ 
mon is trying to strip the holding 



company of its assets, they added. 

Ramon's drive to sell Histadrut 
properties has hit a legal snag, 
however, as rhe registrar of coop¬ 
erative associations refused this 
week to approve the resolutions 
adopted by Hevrat Ha’ovdim's 
convention last Thursday night. 

The registrar ruled that Ra¬ 
mon's attempt to pass a resolution 
that would drain the capital out of 
the holding company by selling its 
assets and properties, constitutes 
a dissolving of the company. In 
such a case, the proceeds of the 
sale must go to the Histadrut’s 1.6 
million members, who legally own 
the properties, and to its creditors.

HALF of all Israelis are not members of the Hista- 
drut, but of those who are. 54 percent say they are 
dissatisfied with the labor federation.

Gallup poll released by the Maccabi health fund, 
which has established its own labor federation for 
insured members.

‘Shark cartilage is no help against cancer’ 


riot over school principal 


POWDER made from shark carti¬ 
lage - being sold here as a “pro- 
tective" or “therapeutic” pill - has 
not been shown to be effective in 
cancer patients, the Israel Cancer 
Association stated this week. 

A shark's skeleton is composed 
entirely of cartilage rather than 
bones, and cancer is very uncom¬ 
mon among this type of fish. A 
recent theory holds that shark car¬ 
tilage may contain a substance 
that prevents the growth of blood 
vessels, since tumors 3re able to 
grow only by excreting a substance 
that encourages the creation of 
new blood vessels supplying the

cancerous tissue with food. 

However, according to the asso¬ 
ciation. research on shark carti¬ 
lage has not found any such sub¬ 
stance. Although there was “only 
one study that showed that shark- 
cartilage powder prevented the 
production of blood vessels in a 
rabbit's eve. there has been abso- 
lutely no evidence in the profes¬ 
sional literature that shark carti¬ 
lage helps cancer patients.” the 
association said. 

A study in Cuba claimed to 
show improvement in three out of 


29 patients and another in New 
Jersey indicated improvement in 
four out of 20, but the National 
Cancer Institute checked the stud¬ 
ies and could not successfully rep¬ 
licate the findings. 

The association stated that the 
active ingredient in the powder is 
composed of a “large molecule 
that can't be absorbed when taken 
orally or by suppository," thus 
taking the powder either way has 
been proven “ineffective." The Is¬ 
rael Association of Oncologists 
recommends not taking shark-car¬ 
tilage pills unless and until effec¬ 
tiveness is proven. 


Man killed in fall from cliff 

A 21-year-old man was killed Tuesday near quarries in Nahal 
Sorek after falling off a cliff while rappeling. 

The man, who was with four friends, had bis back to the 
cliff and was preparing to descend when he suddenly slipped 
and fell 40 meters. An air force helicopter brought him to 
Hadassah-University Hospital, Ein Kerem, where he later died 
of his injuries. /dm

Israeli vacationers canceling 


MORDECHAI Ben-Ari. the for¬ 
mer chairman and managing di¬ 
rector at El Al and un acknowl¬ 
edged expert in the field of civil 
aviation, was buried Mondav in 
the Kiryat Shau! Cemetery. He 
died Sunday at the age of 73. 

Ben-Ari became managing di¬ 
rector of the airline in 1967. and 
chairman in 1977. When airline 
hijackings and terror attacks be¬ 
gan to spread in 1968. he oversaw 
die implementation of the strict 
security measures that gave El Al 
the reputation of being the world's 
safest air carrier. 

El Al purchased its first jumbo 
jet during his tenure. With the 
introduction of the large planes, 
he worked to expand tourism be¬ 
tween Israel and the US. 

He left El Al in 1979 and 
opened an airplane leasing and 
equipment company.

Four receive organs body of boy, 14 

Four transplant operations were being carried out last night 
after the family of a 14-year-old boy who committed suicide 
donated his heart, liver and lungs. 

The organs were rushed from Soroka Hospital, where the 
boy died, to Hadassah-University Hospital. Ein Kerem and to 
Beilinson Hospital. 

The heart was received by a 48-year-old man, who is 
married and the father of two. One lung went to a 47-year-old 
Haifa woman, married with one child, who suffered from a 
severe respiratory disease. 

The other lung went to a Beduin from a tribe near 
Beersheba. The 27-year-old bachelor suffered from an 
infectious respiratory disease. The liver was given to a patient 
at Beilinson. No further details were available.

SEVERAL hotels in the Antalya 
region of Turkey have been hard 
hit by Israeli cancellations, ac¬ 
cording to the manager of one of 
the major hotels in the area. 

Edmond Pinczowski. general 
manager of the Sheraton Voyag¬ 
er Hotel, said that hotels which 
were especially hard-hit had 
been booked up to 85 percent by 
Israeli guests. 

Pinczowski said the cancella¬ 
tions were made after reports of 
over-booking and reports of Is¬ 
raelis allegedly shunted off in fa¬ 
vor of Germans or Italians. 

He regarded these reports as 
unfortunate inasmuch as Israeli 
vacationers are very well regard¬ 
ed in the area. 

Pinczowski. who was manager 
of the Jerusalem Sheraton Plaza 


in 1982, said that tour operators 
in Antalya has seen Israel as an 
emerging market at a time when 
most Europeans were ambiva¬ 
lent about going to Turkey. 

As Israel became deluged with 
inexpensive package deals, he 
said, traffic developed into a 
flood which became 
uncontrollable. 

One indication of the extent of 
Israeli tourism in the region is 
that the only scheduled flights to 
the local airport are from Ben- 
Gurion Airport, although there 
are charter flights from Europe. 

Pinczowski said the competi¬ 
tion had been so fierce that many 
Turkish organizers had sold 
packages at no profit, hoping to 
make something on local tours 
after the visitors arrive. 


B-G Airport handles pre-holiday rush 

Thousands of travelers were processed relatively smoothly in 
the two days preceding Rosh Hashana, even though some 200 
planes landed and took off during that period. 

“We've seen more crowded days,” said one airport 
worker.

TEL AVIV narcotics squad 
detectives got the jump on some 
local youths trying to give new 
meaning to the term High Holy 
Days early Tuesday morning, 
arresting 16 people at an acid 
party near the Reading power 
station. 

Around 2,000 young people 
from all over the country bought 
tickets at NIS 45 each to a New 
Year's open air add party held at 
midnight Monday near the Read¬ 
ing power station. 

Bnt guests were joined by un-: 
dercoyer detectives, who gath¬ 
ered incriminating evidence 
against drug dealers and users. 
At around 4 a.m., police arrested 
sellers allegedly dealing quanti¬ 
ties of marijuana and LSD. 

“Only about 20 percent of par¬ 
ty goers actually used drugs at 
these events, and our aim is to 


stop the dealers who are ruining 
young peoples’ lives,” said nar¬ 
cotics squad head Chief Supt.

“We have also summoned the 
organizers for questioning, even 
though they were not involved in 
selling drugs.” . 

Two 16-year-olds from Ramie, 
who allegedly sold marijuana 
and LSD, were among those ar- 
rested. Small quantities of drugs 
were confiscated, and by-7 a.nL 
police had closed down the party.
